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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 12 is still indefinite as set forth in paragraph no. 3, 
Paper No.022806. This can be corrected by making "application" (line 2) plural, by 
cancelling "between the... syrup" (lines 2-3) and by changing "just" (both occurrences) to 
"immediately". Corrections are required without new matter. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either Cherukuri et al patent for the reasons set forth in paragraph no. 5, Paper 
No.022806. Further, finding the optimum amount of maltitol in the syrup (claim 14) 
would require nothing more than routine experimentation by one reasonably skilled in 
this art. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed June 6, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Whereas applicant maintains that the amount of filler claimed produces 
certain unexpected results, there is no factual evidence of record to support applicant's 
conclusions. Applicant's Exs. 1 and 2 in the spec, do not provide a comparison with the 
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closest prior art, as applied in the above rejection, wherein 20% calcium carbonate filler 
may be used. Rather, said examples only make a comparison with a dusting mix which 
contains no filler. Although the 65% maltitol used in the syrup of the Cherukuri et al 
patents (col. 3, lines 5-1 5 of "838 and col. 2, lines 50-55 of '51 0) is less than that 
claimed in claim 14, applicant has again failed to support the conclusion of unexpected 
results, for the "over 80%" claimed amount of maltitol, with factual evidence. In the 
absence of such evidence, said amount is not deemed to be critical.
